Legend has it that a Casanova piano player had affairs with several women 
including a lady in blue who died in a horrific stormy car accident and another part 
time lover who threw herself from a cliff. The piano man was later found washed 
up and decapitated on the shoreline, possibly the work of a jealous husband. This 
place has ail the makings for a romantic haunted adventure or just a romantic 
getaway to enjoy good food and a great view. You can top off your trip with a walk 
along the shoreline like old Casanova and his Lady in Blue use to. 

St. Valentines Day Massacre: 

2122 North Clark Street, Chicago 



On February 14th 1929, Al Capone ordered an infamous hit that left a city in shock and 
seven men in a pool of their own blood. On a frigid Valentine's morning four men, two 
of them dressed as cops, entered a garage that Al Capone's rival George “Bugs" Mo- 
ran used for part of his bootlegging operation. Ordered by imposter police officers to 
line up against the wall, the seven men stared at the cold whitewashed bricks in front 
of them unaware of the horror that awaited. The spray of bullets from two sub machine 
guns gave the men little chance of escape or survival while further shots left two men 
unrecognizable. The St, Valentines Day Massacre left little doubt in Chicago residents' 
minds that Al Capone loved to be in charge. 



Lalaurle House, New Orleans 


If being blacked out drunk and waking up in a stranger's hotel room after a night of 
showing Bourbon Street how it’s done isn’t scary enough for you, then a visit to the 
Lalaurie House just might do the trick. Known as one of the scariest spots in New 
Orleans, the Lalaurie House has a history of being one of the Big Easy’s most haunted 
houses. On April 1 0, 1 834, a response to a fire revealed the horrors beyond the hos- 
pitality. Before this date. Dr. Louis Lalaurie and his wife Delphine were well known for 
hosting lavish parties, after this date they were known for the atrocities they bestowed 
upon many of their slaves. When firefighters arrived to the scene, they found an at- 
tic full of tortured and disfigured humans, most dead and some alive begging to be 
put out of their misery. With limbs torn and severely mutilated, the results of horrific 
tortures and experiments, the slaves of the Lalaurie house experienced some of the 
worst horrors of the Deep South.

AMERICAN MARY: (2012) 

Director: Jen and Sylvia Soska

“It's like burning your bra but with a scalpel" says one half 
of the writer/director duo behind one of the most hyped 
and adored horror films of recent years. After premiering 
at Film 4 Frightfest in London the second feature film from 
Jen and Sylvia Soska picked up many accolades and 
industry buzz at most of the worlds major genre festivals. 

The official synopsis for American Mary tells us that it is 
the tale of a broke medical student lured into the world of 
underground body modification after an act of devastat- 
ing abuse forces her to quit her studies as a surgeon. 
However, it is also so much more than that. American 
Mary has style, humor and intelligence- a combination 
woefully lacking in much of mainstream horror in the wake 
of torture porn, endless zombies and a constant parade 
of soulless remakes. It carries some bold ideas and asks 
challenging questions rarely broached by the genre. That 
may have something to do with the fact that usually men 
are asking the questions. Part of me would like to believe 
that the gender or sexuality of the writer/director should 
not become too tied up with your interpretation of a film, 
but American Mary shouts so clearly in a voice that is not 
only female but also feminine. It is a voice that demands to 
be listened to.

Continue reading this American Mary article on page 12. 
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Such is the vivacity and charisma of 
Jen and Syivia SosKa that it is neariy 
impossibie to disentangie them and 
their fiim. The twins have often openly 
spoken of how the story of Mary 
developed as a metaphor for their 
own experiences with the film industry. 
Shunned, sexualized and not taken 
seriously by the (overtly patriarchal) 
mainstream moguls, they found that 
the outcasts of the horror community 
embraced them, understood them, 
and defied all stereotypes of being 
sick, deranged ‘monsters'. American 
Mary tells us that despite what is on 
the surface, the real monsters are 
often those that we are led to believe 
we can trust. Mary is so ambitious 
and so dedicated to her studies that 
she embraces her professor’s invite 
to a house party, her chance to be 
around other doctors and surgeons 
she admires and to be treated as 
their equal. Unfortunately, this is not 
what happens and Mary leaves the 
party broken and forever changed 
by her experience. Turning to Lance 
(Twan Holliday), a physically 
intimidating heavy at the local strip 
club and Beatress (the fantastic 
Tristan Risk), a surgically enhanced 
Betty Boop look-alike, she begins to 
rediscover herself. 

The character that kick starts Mary’s 
journey into the body mod world also 
neatly sums up what the Soska's are 
trying to say about objectification and 
society's pre-occupation with idealistic 
beauty. Ruby Real Girl wants to com- 
plete her body’s transformation with 
a very unconventional procedure that 
will de-sexuaiize her. She explains to 
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Mary how dolls, despite their beauty, 
are never thought of in a sexual 
manner. Why is that, because they 
don’t have all their parts. Perhaps 
fitting then that Ruby is a fashion 
designer: a woman trained in making 
other women look good and creating 
things that are aesthetically pleasing. 
However, why should that beauty 
and attractiveness always be directly 
associated with sex? Why can’t a 
woman feel and look ’sexy’ without 
fear of becoming a sex object? Ruby 
Real Girl presents a twisted version 
of idealized American beauty. With 
Barbie doll physique and a plastic 
face she is quite freakish to look at 
but this is the image she has created 
for herself, the body that she feels 
most comfortable in. 

Many have pinned the rape-revenge 
phrase onto American Mary, going so 
far as to utter it in the same breath 
as the notorious exploitation classic 
I Spit On Your Grave. Yes, there is 
a rape and yes. she is able to enact 
her gruesome revenge, but neither 
act is glorified or too deeply dwelt 
upon. Instead, it is the psychological 
journey Mary goes upon from innocent 
idolizer to murderous avenger that is 
the focus here. Though what happens 
to Mary is truly horrific, it is not pre- 
sented horrifically, in fact the Soska’s 
show great restraint throughout the 
fiim, injecting a degree of sophistication 
into scenes that could otherwise have 
become gross-out or squirm inducing. 



At her strongest Mary appears to 
have complete control over herself 
and her image, it gives her a strength 
that many ’strong female leads' lack. 
Her wardrobe may consist of high 
heels, small dresses and fetishistic 
PVC but she does not come across 
as slutty or sexually provocative. 
Instead, she has taken ownership of 
her body and her image and found 
a way to feel comfortable in it. It is a 
refreshing and liberating interpreta- 
tion of feminism in horror, portrayed 
incredibly by Katharine Isabelle who 
just may have found a career-defining 
role in Mary Mason. 

The production design by Tony 
Devenyi is brilliant, especially in the 
strip club where Mary spends much 
of her time surrounded by filth, 
seediness and depravity, it is where 
the most welcoming hearts are found. 
Its owner, Billy Barker (Antonio Cupo), 
sporting a huge soft spot for Mary, 
is often found fantasizing about her. 
Twice we are invited into his lustful 
mind as it wanders off into images 
of Mary dancing for him, teasing him, 
becoming the object of all his desires. 
Twice the illusion is shattered by 
something a little unconventional and 
twisted. Who knew that some guys 
don’t want to be stabbed with a scalpel 
when they’re hoping to get laid! As 
much as Billy may genuinely care 
for Mary, an affection revealed in a 
beautifully heartfelt scene, the Soska’s 
make a point of how he too 
is guilty of grossly objectifying her. 

In her strongest role since Ginger 
Snaps, Katharine Isabelle proves how 
incredibly talented she is. One wonders 
if the horror world will ever quite be 
the same now that Jen and Sylvia 
Soska are on the scene. Look out 
for American Mary as it hits cinemas 
and DVD outlets worldwide over the 
coming months and be sure to stay up 
to date with all the devilish plans the 
Twisted Twins have in store for us.

Alice became the world’s first female director. She directed i;9(Fee , 
aux Choux (The Cabbage Fairy), which some consider Jf) be thie first ! 
film with a clear plot line. Some film historians also consider herHouse I'l 
Divided (1913) to be the first American film with a detailed plot. She 
also experimented with one of the first sound machines in the world, 
and in 1905 and 1906, directed films using this new technology. She 
made '‘talkies” long before the first “official" talkie. Guy-Blache opened 
her own studio, Solax, in 1910 and was one of the first directors to use 
deep-focus photography. 


Elsa Lanchester ( 1902 - 1986 ) 


Elsa Lanchester is primarily known for her role as the bride in The 
Biide of Frankenstein (1935), the film that finally brought her the 
recognition she deserved. Elsa was nominated for an Academy Award 
for Best Supporting Actress for Come to the Stable (1 949) and also 
Witness for the Prosecution (1957). She has graced the screen in 
many movies including Biackbeard's Ghost (1968), the horror film 
Wiliard (1971), and one of her last roles was Jessica Marbles in 
Murder by Deaf/t (1976). 




Anne began her career modeling Catalina swimwear, and gained her 
early acting experience appearing in local community theater productions. 
At the height of her acting popularity, in the 1 940's, she had the honor of 
being one of Hollywood’s first “Scream Queens" due to her numerous 
appearances in horror films. She was one of the most photographed 
pin-up girls of World War II, and ended up as one of Universal Studio's 
favored female stars of "B" horror films.

The women portrayed throughout Alfred Hitchcock’s films display a lurking and intense contrast between “the damsei in 
distress" and the "last female standing." Although Hitchcock was known as the ‘Master of Suspense’, he also owns the 
reputation of being a top of the line misogynist. 

The diverse display of the feminine is overtly portrayed in Hitchcock's films, exceptionally evident in his most reviewed 
Rear Window (1954) and The Birds (1963), which have been heavily criticized as portraying the leading lady as merely 
the object of man’s sexual desire. Many have debated whether the chaotic birds act out a symbolic game played amidst 
the two battling lead females. 

Hitchcock's women are outwardly immaculate, and draped with internal weakness. Although these ladies display independence 
and intellect, it seamlessly goes unrecognized. 

The one thing that cannot be denied of Hitchcock's films is the fact that the leading lady is put on a pedestal in one way 
or another. The storyline relies on her vulnerability to project the raw emotion that the ‘Master of Suspense’ so undeniably 
wanted to portray. 

This photographic tribute to the Women of Hitchcock is our modern take on the longing, fear, and hope that were so 
magnificently displayed by Hitchcock’s leading ladies and his genius behind the camera.

Now heading into their third year, the 
founder of Viscera, Shannon Lark, 
has beautifully evolved and grown the 
event into three film festivals that all 
spotlight women. Recognizing that 
women are underrepresented in the 
horror genre, the Vscera Organization 
created and dedicated the month 
of February to be Women in Horror 
Month (WiHM). 

WiHM assists underrepresented female 
genre artists in gaining opportunities, 
exposure, and education through 
altruistic events, printed material, 
articles, interviews, and online support. 
WiHM seeks to expose and break down 
social constructs and miscommunication 
between female professionals while 
simultaneously educating the public 
about discrimination and how they can 
assist the female gender in reaching 
equality. Therefore, throughout the 
month of February there are charity 
events, film screenings, and educational 
happenings. The first event created 
was the Viscera Film Festival, which 
specializes in short horror films by 
women. Each year, Viscera hosts a 
Carpet Ceremony and Screening, 
with Special Guest Speakers, Award 
Ceremonies, Q and A, and an After 
Party, The Viscera Film Festival will 
be accepting submissions through the 


end of February. Just last September 
they launched their newest addition to 
the Viscera family : The Etheria Film 
Festival ; which showcases female 
science fiction and fantasy filmmakers. 
In the new year, the organization is 
planning on launching several new 
services such as the Full Throttle Film 
Festival, which will be dedicated to 
action films directed by women, and 
the Mistresses of Horror Alliance, 
which seeks to help women network 
with each other in order to create new 
opportunities for everyone. 

Mistresses of Horror Alliance MOHA 
is a member-based association for 
women horror filmmakers, which aims 
to assist female genre filmmakers and 
raise awareness of the changing roles 
for women in 
the film indus- 
try. MOHA’s 
goal is to

Being world renown as ‘The Qll66n of Halloween’ and ‘The MiStrSSS of The Dark’ is no 
smaU accomplishment for any woman and it is comforting to know that these titles are bestowed upon such an 
extraordinary individual. Throughout history, several women have made a significant impact in the horror 
genre and one of them has earned a very special place in our hearts, her name is Elvira. 

With a career that includes host of a television show, commercials, two self-titled movies, 
countless movie appearances, as well as live stage performances and a multitude of 
merchandise from action figures to pinball machines, The Mistress of the Dark has worked diligently 
to etch herself a place in the Horror history books, all the while making it look so easy.

The Queen Of Our Hearts 

Shedding Light on the Mistress of the Dark 



Scream Sirens Magazine was honored 
to have the opportunity to speak to 
Ms. Peterson on what is now the 
25th Anniversary of her first feature 
film, about what lies behind the witty 
humor and infamous black dress and 
makeup that has become a symbol 
for modem Halloween fun and sexiness. 
This Is what she had to say. 

Scream Sirens: How did Elvira come 
to be? 

Cassandra Peterson: I was in a 
group called the Groundlings, which 
is a big comedy improv group here in 
LA. A friend of mind told me about a 
gig. that a guy she knew was looking 
for a horror host to replace the horror 
host at local KHJ, Channel 9 In LA. 
They were looking to replace the 
horror host named Seymour who had 
passed away. She called me when I 
was on my honeymoon and I didn't 
want to come back to do the interview. 
You know for most actresses, when 
you are out of town, that is when 
you get the big gigantic interview, 
then you cut your trip short and you 
go home, and then you don’t get it. 

I didn’t want to go because I didn't 
want to interrupt my honeymoon for a 
job audition and when I got back she 
called me right away and said they 
are still looking, they haven’t found 
anybody, you gotta go in and do this. 
So I went for it and ended up getting 
a good job as the horror host. 

I was looking normal, as myself 
anyway, I don’t know if that’s normal. 
So then they told me to come up with 
a look. My best friend was an artist 


pnoto creflil: Quean B Productions 
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and he was great at doing makeup, 
hair and art, he was brilliant. So he 
and I sat down and came up with 
a character (hat looked more like 
Sharon Tate in The Fearless Vampire 
Killers. I was going to have long red 
hair, kind of a ghostly pale look, and 
a tattered pink gown, kind of a dead 
girl look. So when we got in there and 
showed them the picture, they said. 

“nah.nah black dress" you have to 

have black hair, you have to have a 
black dress. I thought at the time, 
‘everybody and their mother would 
come up with that look’, but beggars 
can’t be choosers. So my friend 
designed another costume and it 
turned out to be the Elvira costume. 

He based the hair on his favorite 
singer in the world, which was Ronnie 
Specter, from the Ronettes. He was 
in love with Ronnie Specter. If you 
look up pictures of her on the internet, 

I use to think her hair couldn’t be 
this high. There are pics of her with 
hair about double the height of my 
hair. My hair started out flat, but it just 
kept growing and growing. In the late 
eighties and early nineties, my hair 
was about double what is now. I can 
kind of tell what year it is in pictures 
by the height of my hair. Then it kind 
of settled down to a happy medium. 
He based the makeup on a Japanese 
Kabuki theatre book that he had. 
Then he made the dress as tight 
and sexy as possible, so it would get 
ratings, you know? 

Scream Sirens: Where does Elvira 
draw her horror influences from? 

Cassandra Peterson: It kind of 
developed as we went on, I didn’t 
really have anybody in mind. People 
are always bringing up Vampira, 
because she tried to sue me for 
stealing her gig. I really was not 
familiar with her and still to this day 
have never seen her host a horror 
movie, so I'm not sure exactly what 
she did. Morticia Addams, I love the 
Addams family, but i don’t think Elvira 
acts that much like her, but obviously 
the look is there. You know, when 
somebody tells you to come up with a 


sexy, dark character wearing all black 
you don’t have a lot of choices. 

Scream Sirens: Have you always 
been a fan of the Horror genre? 

Cassandra Peterson: I was a huge 
fan of horror, as early as second 
grade when my cousin took me to see 
The House on The Haunted Hill with 
Vincent Price, that movie changed 
my whole outlook about everything. 


It was amazing! I was about seven or 
eight years old and I fell in love with 
it and I would make my cousin take 
me to every one of the Roger Gorman 
movies with Vincent Price in it. I was 
in love with movies like Tomb ofLigeia 
and Haunted Palace. When my sister 
was collecting Barbie dolls, I was 
making monster model kits, which 
is kind of odd for a girl back then. I 
always say ‘if there would have been 
such a thing as Goth back then, i 
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would have been it.' I was a 
curious kind of misfit. I wasn't real 
social or anything, I was kind of a 
geek and a nerd, so I really got into 
that whole world. Thank God, because 
you definitely couldn’t have been a 
horror host without being into those 
movies. I still like the old campy 
black and white ones I grew up with; 
they are like comfort food if you're 
feeling really tired or sick and you 
want to sit down on the couch and 
watch something. I just love watching 
those movies; they make me feel like 
I’m going back to my childhood. 

Scream Sirens: We know you have 
previously talked about how Elvira 
has three elements to her; she is 
sexy, funny, and dark, all at the same 
time. Your humor has an amazing 
sense of comedic timing and satire. 
Who are your comedic influences? 

Cassandra Peterson: When I was 
a kid. I was madly in love with the 
Three Stooges. It is very slapstick 
and very kind of old fashion, I grew 
up with the Three Stooges and my 


other favorite comedians were Phyllis 
Oilier and Lucille Ball. When I was 
a little kid, I just loved them, and I 
would watch everything that they 
were on. or when they came on the 
Ed Sullivan show I made sure I was 
watching. They were big influences 
on me.

Scream Sirens: We wanted to ask 
about the business and marketing

aspects of your career. We are 
completely awed by how you balance 
all aspects of your life, being Cassandra 
Peterson, a mother, a partner, a 
businesswoman and living In the light 
as Elvira. How have you survived and 
pushed yourself to be so successful 
over the years? 

Cassandra Peterson: Yeah I wish 
I could say that it was this big 
diabolical plan that I came up with, 
but it really wasn't. I have to hand It 
my ex-husband and his partner who 
were managing me and insisted on 
holding on to all the rights. That is 
the number one thing that makes me 
different from everybody else is that 
instead of a studio owning the rights, 

I own the rights. That station, KHJ, 
could have kept the rights. We were 
able to get the rights piece by piece 
because they were so cheap. Every 
time a contract came due, they didn't 
want to give me a pay raise so we 
decided to ask for more rights and 
that went on and on. until we owned 
all the rights. It’s a damn good thing 
because a few years later they lost 
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their license. When 1 was working 
through them, I was making like 300 
bucks a week. 

Scream Sirens: Have you seen 
a rise in female horror fans, or 
moreover female fans of Eivira? 

Cassandra Peterson: Strangely 
enough it seems like I do, but It’s 
really odd that back when I was on 
KHJ, in the local market, they did 
demographic surveys and they found 
out that I had a bigger female fan 
base than male fan base. Everybody 
assumed it was all horny old guys 


watching the show. Strangely, the 
products that were advertised during 
the show were mostly geared towards 
women, even though I was on at 
midnight on Saturday then again at 
1 o’clock in the afternoon on Sunday. 
My biggest audience was women 
18-35; and that was the early eighties. 

One thing I have noticed going to 
horror conventions and doing all the 
public appearances that I do is that 
I see more and more women being 
in the horror world and doing all the 
different types of jobs that have to do 
with horror; makeup artists, actresses. 
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you know, every 
definitely more femdl 
I remember there were mainly jusT 
guys in black t-shirts showing up.

Scream Sirens: You have started a 
partnership with Peaches Christ; can 
you tell us how that came to be? 

Cassandra Peterson: Peaches 
called me one time, I didn't know her, 
and she had me come to San Francisco 
to do Midnight Mass, a realty popular 
local show. At midnight, she would 
show movies, and everyone from 
John Waters to Tura Santana would 
come to see the show. It's really 
awesome, the theatre is always 
packed. She would screen movies 
and have the director and or people 
involved come and talk about it. 

I went to do Mistress of the Dark 
there and we just clicked. I love drag 
queens; I’ve been around them all 
my life, so we became really good 
friends. 

His name is Joshua Grannell , he 
directed a new film that is called All 
About Evil, which he gave me a part 
in, as myself, and I played a mom. 

It was really hard to do, it was really 
hard to be a normal person and not 
be funny. It’s very awkward for me 
to be myself on film or television, 
it feels like I'm naked. Elvira is a

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great shield to put over yourself. 

You know, you put the hair and the 
makeup on and suddenly you’re 
this awesome strong woman. It's 
like wearing a mask, you know how 
crazy people act on Halloween. 
You're in a costume and it’s this 
all new sense of confidence or 
bravado. As myself, it was sort of 
stripped away and it was very 
difficult to do that part; but he kept 
begging me and begging me and I 
finally gave in. 

We worked so well together and 
had so much fun that we came up 
with this idea to do a film festival, 
because he had made an indepen- 
dent horror film and I had made an 
independent horror film. It was the 
hardest thing I ever did in my life, 

I think, next to childbirth maybe. I 
don’t know, it might be harder than 
childbirth; a lot less people do it. We 
both understood how hard it is to 
get your film out there when you are 
an independent filmmaker. So we 


decided, why don’t we make a film 
festival so some of these independent 
filmmakers could get a lot more PR 
and get their films out there and get

them seen. It was a big endeavor 
but I hope we can pull it off again. 
We need a lot more time and a lot 
more money to do it the way we 
would like to do it. 



Scream Sirens: So do 
you see yourself doing 
another independent 
Elvira movie again? 

Cassandra Peterson: 

Ya know, I don’t know. 

I have been talking to 
Sam Irvin, the director 
of Haunted Hills, whom 
I absolutely adore, and 
we were thinking about 
putting a film project 
on Kickstarter to raise 
funding to do another 
movie, something really 
cool and low budget. 
You know, when I see 
someone making a film 
with more imagination 
than money, like the 
one that won at our 
film festival: they made 
that film for $8,000. 
Haunted Hills cost me a 
million dollars, and my 
first film cost $13 Million 
and thank God I didn’t 
have to pay for that. 


When I see someone making a film 
with more imagination than money 
it makes me go... what the hell, 
why not! You know it kind of bums 
me out that all the movies now use 
more CGI and that the whole budget 
is spent on the special effects, and I 
am getting tired of that in the horror 
world. In fact, some of the scariest 
movies I have seen in my life have 
had no special effects really. I 
remember this movie called Wait 
Until Dark, and this Ingrid Bergman 
movie that scared the living crap out 
of me called Sighs and Whispers, 
it’s not a horror movie but it just 
happened to be the scariest damn 
movie I’ve ever seen. The Haunted 
(the original), these movies have no 
CGI special effects and they were 
so disturbing. 

Scream Sirens; You have done so 
much in the industry over the years 
as an actress, a producer, a writer, 
and a director. Can you offer any 
advice about what it takes to be in 
the industry, or what it takes to do 
anything independent? 

Cassandra Peterson: The main 
thing is, the advice that I give to 
anyone that wants to be in show 
business or really any business, 
whether you want to be in any 
genre, horror or not, the main thing 
is persistence. That's what I tell 
everyone, just be persistent. It's 
about never giving up, keep going and 
even though you might be starving, 
or you don’t have a great place to 
live, or a great car to drive, it’s ail 
about persistence and doing 
something every day that furthers 
your goal and going in that direction. 
Most of my girlfriends when I was 
an actress gave up and were 
dropping by the wayside at 26, 27, 
and 28 years old and I just kept 
going and going. I was 30 years 
old and I had an agent literally say 
to me "I don't want to handle you, 
you’re too old for this business honey, 
when you're 30 your washed up “, 
and I got Elvira a few weeks after 
that. I was just like, thank you God; I 
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would have been paying that stupid 
agent 1 0 percent of my income now. 
Just don’t give up, and I know 
people get tired of living with the 
struggle and I understand, but if 
you're really, really into it and you 
also keep educating yourself about 
what you’re doing every day, if 
you keep going then you eventually 
will make it. The bottom line is 
less about talent and more about 
persistence. There are a billion 
people that are talented, but some 
of them never work or maybe never 
will and there are a billion more 
people who are persistent and get 
there because they never gave up. 


Scream Sirens: What Is the legacy 
you would like Elvira to leave? 


Cassandra Peterson: Well I think 
the most important thing about 
Elvira really is not so much the 
horror aspect, but that so many 
women look up to me. I am always 
shocked at how many women and 
girls come up to me when I do a 
personal appearance and tell me 
that Elvira is ‘like an icon or idol that 
I look up to and want to emulate.’ 

At first, this struck me as strange, 
but then I understood that Elvira 
represents a strong confident 
woman. She stands up for what she 
believes in and doesn’t back down 
and doesn’t take any crap from guys. 
I made a very conscious decision 
that in the two films I did, never to 
have the guy come save her. This 
sends a message that she can 
stand up on your own two feet and 
do it for herself. That is the part that 
I am most proud of about Elvira, that 
she actually is kind of a strong but 
sexy symbol to women. Elvira is 
one of the few characters that is 
actually sexy but strong. So I see 
how women and girls relate to her 
and I think she is a positive role 
model. My legacy is that t leave a 
positive role model for girls, to grow 
up knowing they can do and be 
what they want to be. 


Scream Siren: Where do you see 
the future of Elvira and Cassandra 
Peterson and in what direction 
would you like to go? 

Cassandra Peterson: I would love 
to get something in animation going, 
getting Elvira animated whether it 
is television or film. This year I am 
making it a goal to write my auto- 
biography, I have been wanting to 
do it for years and years but have 


never got around to it. A low budget 
film would be fun to do and possibly 
a reality show that I am thinking 
about developing.!

The Six Most Influential Horror Soundtracks of All Time.

Peter Benchley's Jaws, 3 of 6 in this Series. 

1975 American horror/thriller film directed by Steven Spielberg. 
In the story, a giant man-eating great white shark attacks 
beachgoers on Amity Island

manipulate audience's expectations, emotions and even reactions. 


Well, pretty much everyone can sing the theme of Jaws (1975). The simple 
reiteration of two notes, just a minor second apart, is one of the most famous 
themes in the history of horror film. This theme was so important in building 
tension and excitement because if it weren't there to warn us of the shark's 
presence, we wouldn't know! For the most part, the shark is hidden in the water. 
It may show an occasional fin. but it's not like the sharks going to announce its 
own presence, so it realty needs its own theme in order to make the audience 
aware that it is around, and that something terrible is going to happen. Just 
about everyone knows that John Williams, the composer of this piece, is brilliant, 
but what they don't know is that Williams borrowed the entire idea of giving the 
monster a theme from Richard Wagner, 

Wagner was a famous German composer, mostly of opera music, during the 
mid 1800's. He was known for his painstakingly long operas, being a horrible 
anti-Semite (Hitler later utilized his themes as anthems to his cause) and creating 
something called the “leitmotif." The leitmotif is a theme that is given to, and 
associated with one character, feeling, or location during the entirety of an 
opera; this was the beginning of film music. A leitmotif was a way to guide the 
audience. They heard the theme of the female character and knew that this 
moment was dedicated to her, whether or not she was singing, or even physically 
in the scene. By alternating a theme between a minor (sad) scale and a major 
(happy) scale, Wagner gave hints to the audience about the feelings of the 
characters, and even foreshadowed future events. This technique, which is 
constantly utilized in contemporary film, was stolen by John Williams from 
Wagner for the movie, “Jaws." 

The theme that everyone knows of the constantly repeated, low and ominous 
minor second notes is a leitmotif: it is the theme of the Great White killer. This 
concept will be used again and again, including in movies that will be discussed 
later in this list, but John Williams will always be credited with bringing Wagner's 
leitmotif back into fashion.

Born an empty and innocent canvas on November 
1, 1909, Betty Broadbent inked herself a place in 
the hearts of tattoo enthusiasts across the world 
as well as a place in the annals of history. Ms. 

Broadbent began expressing herself through this 
alternative art form long before droves of women 
stamped the lower portion of their backs in an 
attempt to get men to stare at more than just 
their derrieres. Let’s face it, Betty was rock n' roll 
before Chuck Berry plucked his first string and 
well before Joan Jett let out her first scream. 

During a chance encounter with tattooist Jack 
Red Cloud while wandering the Atlantic City 
Boardwalk. Betty fell in love with an inky 
obsession that at the time only sailors and riff raff 
were known to adorn. Sporting a pin up giti figure 
and a suit of over 350 tattoos by various artists, 
she showed off her obsession to others for over 
forty years beginning her career as an exhibitionist with Ringling Bros. 

Barnum and Bailey Circus. Later in her career, she vanished from the public 
eye but eventually turned up in the retirement capital of the world, Florida. 
There she found pleasure on the other side of the needle, dishing out tattoo 
creations of her own. 

Betty was the first person inducted into the tattoo hall of fame in 1981 and 
died shortly after in 1983.

Modeling Chocolate Recipe 

12 oz chocolate chips (about 2 cups) 

1/3 cup light corn syrup 

Melt chocolate in a glass bowl in the microwave starting with 45 
seconds. Stir with spatula then continue heating in 15 second 
intervals, stirring each time. Continue until melted and smooth. Do 
not overheat or bum or chocolate will become crumbly and unusable. 
Remove bowl from microwave and add corn syrup. Fold in gently. 
Continue stirring until you don't see any clear streaks of syrup but 
do not over-stir or chocolate will get oily and crumbly. Pour onto 
plastic wrap or wax paper and flatten out. Cover and let set overnight. 
Knead until smooth before using. 

Method: 

Write out some cute messages on some printer paper with a 
marker and cut into 3" strips 

Roll out a piece of your modeling chocolate about as thin as you 
can get it and then cut out a circle using a biscuit cutter or other 
type of cutter. 

Fold the message accordian style and place on top of chocolate 

Fold circle over and seal bottom edge but do not press down all 
the way. 

Pick up folded cookie and with your other hand, gently press down 
in the center to create a place where the cookie will fold.

3/4 cup water 

Place water and sugar into a non-stick pot and heat on medium 
high. Do not stir. Put the lid on the pot for the rst ve minutes 
and then remove. Let water cook out and continue heating until 
the edges of the sugar just begin to turn yellow (300 degrees if 
you're using a candy thermometor). immediately remove from 
heat and let cool slightly.

I Cut out your template 

I Pin template onto Black Fabric 

I Cut out fabric carefully with sharp scissors 

I Place template onto fabric to eye the size 
you want it to be. 1 used 1 6 x 1 6, but you can 
make it bigger. 

I Cut out your fabric (Rotary Knife if you have one) 
Use fabric as template to cut interfacing. 

I You should have 2 pieces of both fabric and 
interfacing. Lay your fabric like this with pattern 
facing inside and interfacing on the outside. 

I Sew all around case, leave a 3-4 in gap at end. 

Open your gap and flip it inside out 

I Start stuffing the pillow through the gap 
to have the pattern on the outside and 
the interfacing on the inside. 

TIP: Use a ruler to help poke the corners 
out so they are popped out all the way. 

I Lay your case out, iron it flat. 

I Place your silhouette where you want it to make 
sure It will still fit. 

Use a sheet of Steam-A-Seam (no sew adhesive) 

I Place fabric ontop of the rough side of the paper 
it should sort of grab the fabric so you can cut. 

I Remove the paper to leave the sticky backing 
exposed then flip it onto the area no the pillow 
you want it to be. 

I Steam Iron it on. It will melt the glue and 
seamlessly adhere your silhouette to the fabric. 

Stuff your pillow with your stuffing add as little 
or as much as you want. 

When you are done. It should look like this with 
no excess stuffing coming out. 

With a needle and thread, sew the gap together.

A Heart-felt-Affair 



Tools needed: wool roving, 
needle felt tool with needles, 
heart template or any shape, 
and styrofoam base to stab into, 
jewelry wire, wire pliers, and a 
necklace chain. 

Place your piece of wool 
roving into the template and 
start stabbing it with the 
tool.

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I used cotton batting for the middle. Bamboo also works great.

2 pieces of fabric - 19 inches x 19 inches (flannel works great) 

1 piece of batting - 19 inches x 19 inches 
thread, pins, sewing machine 

Start by selecting your fabric. I chose a monster fabric for the front 
and black flannel for the back. A rotary cutter and cutting mat make 
cutting perfect squares easier.

You can use one fabric for the top, or you can sew a few fabrics 
together to make a more unique changing pad.

Here is how I lined up my fabrics for my top before sewing them together.

Once your top is done, layer your fabrics. You will lay the bottom piece 
right side up, then the top piece wrong side up, then the batting on top of 
that. Be careful to layer them correctly or your fabric will be inside out!

Smooth the edges and stitch around the border close to the edge. Stitch a 
few lines down the middle of the changing pad to make folding easier and 
to keep all the layers together, I stitched down the seams of the fabrics I 
sewed together. A walking foot on your sewing machine helps when 
sewing through all three layers.
